Dr. A. C. Haughton, president 
of the Florida East Coast Op- 
|tometric Association, predicted 
today that nearsighted children 
will lead in scholarship in the 
1953-54 school year, and among 
the athletic stars will be many 
pupils who are handicapped for 
close seeing, such as for reading. 
He sáid his prediction was based 
on past records. 

"Vision is a far móre import- 

ant factor in a child's growth 
and development than is gener- 
ally realized," Dr. Haughton 
declared, 
“The nearsighted child is of. 
|ten a'bookworm because he is 
visually shut off from the world 
beyond arm's length. He is 
handicapped in sports and out- 
door activities. He probably 
will not be a.gaod automobile 
driver, and even movies may be 
less enjoyable to him than to 
children with normal vision. 

“Some children lack co-ordin- 
ation of the two eyes or other 
skills that make reading and 
other close work difficult. They 
seek other forms of self-expres- 
sion. Unfortunately some of 
these turn to anti-social be- 
havior in their search for ac- 
tivities in which they can ex- 
cell. Juvenile delinquency can 
frequently be traced to an un- 
corrected vision problem." 

Dr. Haughton said that in- 
dividual differences must be 
recognized, but that excessive 
deviation must be corrected or 
the child will be unable to adapt. 
to normal living. He estimated 
that at least 95 percent of all 
children could be brought up to 
par because few visual prob- 
lems are beyond solution with. 
the aid of modern science.

Bird Watching is an avoca- 
tion, a recreation. Members of 

[F the younger generation are sen- 
sitive. about being called /Bird 
| “Watchers. Only years can wear 
callouses against the humor at- 
tendant upon that lable. It may 
be that the much abused young- 
f er generation has become wary 
of ubiquitous lables. Maybe not. 
Perhaps the fact most grati- 
fying to the Bird Watcher is 
that wherever he goes, he has 
something to watch. Ennui is 
|. not for him. Even where no 
birds sing, or perch, or nest, 
there are the reasons why to 
watch for. 

Mammal Tracking is a full 
time job, if you want to become 
proficient at it. Flower Sniffing 
is often resented by truculent 
bees. Serpent Chasing has its 
points, but I can find many peo- 
ple to agree with me on that. 
Thave tried Lizard Looking, but 
there're only about 30 varieties 
of Lizards here, Tree Peering 
is one of the best: we have 365 
varieties of trees in Florida, not 
including palms, grasses, and 
shrubs. 

“But, look here,” my visitor 
insisted, "if you can't tell me 
what kind of bird I saw, what 
is the Audubon Society for, any- 
way?" 

That was the question I was 
waiting for, I explained why 
we Florida "Audubon Society. 


Sure, we cooperate with the Na- 
tional and other organizations. 
but, first of all, we are of Flor- 
ida, in Florida, and for Florida. 
‘That made an impression. He 
figured somebody ought to try 
to look out for Florida, 
Then I let him have it. with 
both barrels (No. 7, bird shot). 
I showed him the magazine we 
publish. The Florida Naturalist; 
articles not just on Natural His- 
tory, which is interesting 
enough, but articles on game 
management, . water control, 
pasture development, integrat- 
ed land” use, resource use 
abuses. . . . 
Next I hit him with our 
Teaching Program. How we've 
been giving free courses to pub- 
lic school seventh graders in 
Natural History and Conserva- 
tion. That course winds up with 
a study of Ecology. That's a 
good word. An important word. 
Last year alone, two thousand 
seventh graders learned the 
basic implications of that word. 
In a few years, those boys and 
girls will be land owners, busi- 
ness men and voters, Some of 
them will have that 
Ecology in mind when they cast 
a ballot shoot a bullet, or clear 
some land. 

To hold him convinced, I told
